Lonpon, April 27. 
The Money Market. 

A feeling of great disqnietade has been pre- 
valent in the City during the past week, this 
bsing based on the fear felt in most quarters 
that the Bank rate would be raised. This fear 
was not sbared by the writer, as expressed in 
this colomn last week, for, although the ont- 
look has been far frem reassuring, the Bank 
directors would naturally be very loth to take 
such a step at this time of the year, especially 
with a prospect of easier conditions at no very 
distant date. The Amorican drain of gold seems 
to have come to an end, the rate of exchange 
shows a firmer tendency, and the news from 
San Francisco is of a much calmer and more 
hopefal nature. The state «f the Paris market 
also lends itself to an optimistic view. Money 
and discounts there are cheaper, whilst the 
exchapge has risen to 25.154. with a strong 
tendency, and there is ademand for English 
bills. 

The settlement of the great Rassian loan has 
likewise tended to clear the atmosphere; in 
fact some of the money subscribed here has 
been loaned in the market,and altoge'her the 
present outlook is more cheerful. But, of 
course, even these allaring factors must be 
given time to operate, especially at this 
period of the month, and to-day oall money 
is quotei 23%, and weekly loans command 
3%, whilst the discount rate has weakened 
to 34%, with a good demand for bills. 

The Bank return shows a reduction of only 
£693,000 in coin and ballion, notwithstanding 
the withdrawal of £352,000 for shipment, owing 
to the retarn of currency from the provinces, 
and “Other Deposita” have increased by about 
five millions, obtained bg the market di coant- 
ing bills with the Bank, as evidenced by an 
increase ot that amount in ‘other securities”. 
The proportion of reserve has dropped from 
43.71 % last weak to 39.32, and this is not a 
healthy featare. 

After a‘rocky” week, during which all kinds 
of imaginary catastrophes have been predicted, 
the stock markets find themselves ina very 
mnch more cheerfal and hopefal conditior. 
The reports of the enormous demands which 
the San Francisco fire and earthqaake were 
going to makeon our insurance companies bave 
been very mach exaggerated. Not oaly do the 
companies appear to be protected for the mort 
part by the clause protecting them from any 
claim for fire resulting from earthqnake, but 
even the legitimate claims are not lkely to be 
nearly as great as was at one time thought, 
While the cor flagration extended over # very 
large quarter,individusl houves appear to have 
been saved, and these houses of the great- 
est valus. The Boglish offices will no doubt 
be more liberal in their interpretation than 
their competitors in America, and 0 will 

’ obtain larger business in the future, but thare 
is no reason to suppose they will blindly 
accept liabilities under their policies without 
adequate sifting. 

There seems really no reason, now that the 
Rossian loan is un fait accompli, why the 
markets should not show continued firmness. 
Certainly trade in all parta of the world would 
seem to warrant it, and the forecasts of har- 
vests are asa who'e encouraging. Lord Cro- 
mer’s report, which is a featare in to-day’s 
newspapers, will certainly tend to add to the 
solidity of the Egyptian share market, pointing 
out as it no donbt rightly does that there is 
no real reason to suppose that the great pros- 
‘perity of the country ison anything bat the 
firmest foundations. This, taken in conjanction 
with what Mr. Lang Anderson, a by no means 
optimistic authority, said at the meeting of 
the Estates Company, that the whole of the 
Egyptian land companies together were not 
sufficient to bay 1 % of the land in Egypt at 
its present valae, ought to convince the Eng- 
lish investors that ap to the present, at any 
rate, Egyptian issaes are very far from being 
overdone. These assurances were very much 
needed, as unless the British pablic realises 
what a fine field for investment they have in 
Egypt, other countries will certainly take 
advantage of their ignorance. 

In all such concerns the investor mast, of 
course, look after himself, bat where good and 
responsible names are connected with an enter-, 


prise, these issues are likely not only to be |! 


well subscribed, bat to tarn out lacrative 
investments, either in the long run, as in the 
case of the Aboukir Company, or in a short 
period, as in that of the Estates Company. 
Gilt-Edged Securities. ; 
Fears of the continuance of the hardening 
tendency of money caused gilt-edged stocks 
to be neglected in the early part of the week, 
and the announcement that a further big ship- 
mant of United States gold had been arranged 
caused a sharp decline in pricss, Consola being 
marked } lower. The subsequent easing of 
money rates, and rumours of still better con- 
ditions to come, bronught a retarn of business, 
.and this has continued, Consoles closing 5 
higher on the week, at 90 yy for caeh. 


Forelgn Bonds. 

The feature of the International market 
has been the great snocess of the new Russian 
loan. There were doubts as to how this would 
be received, bat the handsome rate of interest 
offered proved # temptation, particularly to 
small investors, the large number of applica- 
tions for small allotments being a featnre of 
ths issue. The result has been that the English 
portion, amounting to £13,101,000, has been 
amply covered by the general public. It is 
reported that the Continental issnes have been 
equally: snocersfil. The script of tho new 
loan is quoted to-day at pm. 

The snocess of the new issne hag had a 
favonrable infinence on the foreign market 
generally, and Russian Fours have again been 
given attention, The price of these is now 82}.

There is a cortain degree of nervousness still 
prevalent in this section consequent on threat- 
ened labour tronbles in the North, which, 
coming on tha top of an obvious, though anex- 
plainable, disinclination to deal in home rail- 
way stooka, has left the market flat throughout 
ihe week. 

The Easter week traffics are very satic- 
factory, and thow gains in the majority of 
cascs.

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LORD CROMER’S REPORT. 


THE GIRONDISTS OF EGYPT. 
Lord Cromer remarks, in a eulogy of the 


late Geand Mofti of Egypt -— 

The type of Islamic reformer to which 
Sheikh Mohamed Abdou belonged is some- 
what better koown in India than in Egypt. 
In the former coontry, this type was at one 
time potably represented by the well-known 
and high!y respected Seyyid Abmed, who, 
some thirty years ago, founded a college at 
Aligarh. Broadly speaking, it may be said that 
the main object of those who represent this 
special phase of Islamic thought is to reform 
the ancient customs of Islam, not only without 
in any degree shaking the main pillars of the 
Moslem faith, bat also without abandoning 
those practices which rest on a more or less 
religious basis. Their task is one of great 
difhieulty, for they are constantly exposed to 
the criticism—sometimes sincere, bat net in- 
freqaently based on interested motives that 
their action is not merely illegal bat also 
sacrilegious. 

The really earnest followers of Sheikh 
Mohamed Abdoa in Egypt, thoagh remarkable 
for their intelligence, are few in nomber. 
They may be termed the Girondists of | the 
Egyptian national movement. They are too 
mach tafnted with a suspicion of heterodoxy 
to carry far along with them the staonch con- 
servative Moslem, who in everything stanlls 
persistently on the ancient ways. Oa the other 
hand, a golf separates them from those who 
have become to such an extent Buropeanized 
as to have abandoned their Islamism in every- 
thing bat name. They thas stand midway 
between two extremes, and, as is usually the 
case with politicians who occupy an inter- 
mediate position, they are exposed to criticism 
from both sides. I shoald add that the opposi- 
tion from the conservative side is far more 
important than that from the altra-Boro- 
peanize! section of Egyptian society, which 
latter is scarcely heard. 

Time alone can show whether the views | 
held by the school of which Sheikh Mobamed 
Abdou was adesdiog representative will even- 
tually permeate Moslem society. It is greatly 
to be hoped that they wi!l gradually gain 
acceptance, for there can be little doubt that }) 
the most healthy and most hopetal prospects 
for the Moslem reformer lie along the path 
indicated by the late Sheikh. His followers 
deserve whatever help they can derive from 
Eoropean sympathy and encouragemeut.

EUROPEANS. 


On the subject of the absence of any proper 
machinery for enacting laws generally ap 
plicable to the whole of the inhabitants of 
Egypt Lord Oromer says: My view is that this |) 
machinery should first be crested, and that, 
wher itis created, the question of onifying }) 


the Criminal Qdurts of the country should be} 


dealt with onder the new institutions. He 
gives the following instance : — 

It ie a notorious fact that false weights 
are almost aniversa!ly used in Egypt. A short 
time ago the Department of the Interior caused 
a nomber of test parchases to be made 
in the various markets of meat, vegetables, 
froit, soap, batter, &e. The-articles purchased 
were them weighed at the Government Labora. 
tory. In every:single case the real weight was 
considerably lower than the nominal weight. 
The discrepancits varied from 3.2 per cent. to 
25.5 per cent. It has been pointed ont to me 
that honest traders are practically obliged 
to use false weights in order to compete with 
their dishonest rivals. Very nomerous com 
plaints are heard on this subject, and the 
Government is being strongly arged to legislate. 
It would; of coarse, be possible t> pass a law 
applicable only to natives. This however, 
would obv:oasly be very anjast, and moreover, 
would fail to attain its object. If any legisla- 
tion is to be undertaken, which will sffect 
Earopeans, two ‘procedures are possible. The 
first is to submit # proposal to the General 
Assembly of the Mixed Courts. This is possibly 
what will be done. The matt r is now under 
consideration. Bat inasmach as, onder this 
system, no penalty higher than a fino of L. E. 
1, or imprisonment for seven days, can be 
imposed on the frandalent dealer, it is not 
probabie that the law would be very effeotive. 
The only way. to attain the object in view 
would be.to inflict high penalties and exact 
punishmentjin a few cases. The éxample would 
almost certainly deter others from using false 
weights. In order, however, to inflict these 
penalties it would be necessary to fall back on 
the second procedare, which involves submit- 
ting a law to the approbation of fifteen separate 
Powers. Bach one of these Powers would probably 
have some observations to make on the sub- 
joct. Moreover, many of them would be anable 
to give their assent wihout recourse to their 
respective Legislatares. I have no hesitation 
in saying that it would probably take some 
years before negotiation of this sort woald be 
likely to prodace any practical result. The 
case is typical, and show; clearly the very 
great desirability of establishing some local 
legislative mach nery in Egypt.
